No boy or 
girl under the age of eighteen 
years shall be employed, per- 
mitted or suffered to work in 
any occupation for more than 
six days in any week, or more 
than fifty-four 
hours in any 


week, nor more than ten hours 
in any one day, or before the 
hour of six in the morning or 
after the hour of ten in the 
evening."

British Hotly

With the British Forces in Libya 


—(/P)—Harried by lank duels, bomb- 
ing and straffing by planes, bitter 
infantry clashes and artillery fire, 
the armored might of Hitler's 21st 
and 15th tank divisions was retir- 
ing toward two gaps in the British 
mine fields Tuesday night. 


British troops were clearly on the 


offensive and were lashing the Axis 
forces in the two gaps—at Mteisel 
Esscghir and about 10 miles north 
of Bir Hackcim. 


All tankmen agree that American 


made tanks with heavy striking 
power and ability to take it were 
a major factor in turning the tide 
of the battle. 


The unexcelled cooperation of air, 


land and artillery forces was an- 
other factor in ending the Germans 
lightning sweep south of the British 
lines.

When President Roosevelt first 


suggested that we build fifty thous- 
and planes in one year, to help de- 
feat Hitler, the idea evoked a wave 
of often caustic humor. It was, we 
agreed with unusual unanimity, a 
novel way of tryin.g to awaken_ the 
American public. But even for the 
queen of industrial nations ,it was 
a pipe dream. 


In 1042, the year whose midway 


mark is Hearing, we shall manu 
facture not fifty thousand airplanes 
but sixty thousand. 


A year ago now we were scof 


fing or weeping, as our personal 
temperaments dictated, at the bat- 
tle of Big Promises versus Small 
Performances then under way in 
Washington. "On hand or an ord- 
er" became a joke tending to the 
scandalous. With all our appropria- 
tions and orders, we could man- 
age to spend for completed war 
goods no more than $35,500,000 a 
day.In April, 1942, we spent $131,600,- 
000 a day.

But with 
that, the experts say, we shall not 
make more than 85,000,000 tons, 
notwithstanding the crying need for 
the metal both for direct use pro- 
duction and for expanding our 
plant. 


The reason? Not reluctant cap- 


ital. Not shirking labor. Not lack- 
adaisical officialdom. And not in- 
efficiency. 


We can't use our steel plant to 


capacity because we do not have 
enough scrap. 


In this situation the nation's 20,- 


000 automobile graveyards, eye- 
sores for so many years, have ac- 
quired enormous value. A WPB 
survey indicated that on May 1 
these places were harboring a mil- 
lion and a half discarded cars. 


The average junked automobile 


contains 1500 pounds of steel. Multi- 
ply this by a million and a half 
cars, and there is more than a 
million tons of scrap. Mixed half 
and half with pig iron, the automo- 
bile graveyards are capable of con- 
tributing to the making of two and

—the United Stales alone would be 
making as many pianos as Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan combined.

Sweden's Slogan: 
Dig For Vivtory 


Stockholm — — In an effort to 


increase its store of foodstuffs, neu- 
tral Sweden has united under the 
slogan "Dig For Victory." A sur- 
vey reveals that residents of cities 
and towns throughout the

have signed up for plots of land in 
which to raise potatoes for the 
coming winter. 


In Stockholm more than 10,500 


plots of ground have been leased 
so far, in comparison with a nor- 
mal leasage of 4,000 plots. In Goth- 
enburg, 2,500,000 square meters of 
land in the unbuilt sections have 
been rented to 13,000 residents. In 
Eskilstuna, 675 plots of land in the 
city parks have been provided, in 
addition to the normal 800 plots 
leased each year.

Less than two hours 
after he hopped off the train that 
brought him from a trans-Atlantic 
plane, he was in his office at Amer- 
ican headquarters, up to his neck 
in American air operation plans, 
and arranging conferences with 
British oir chiefs. 


He's Been Flying for 
31 Years 
"General-Wants-It-Done - Yester- 


day" Arnold got off to his flying 
starl in 1911, a young lieutenant of 
infantry four years out of West 
Point—where he acquired the nick- 
name "Hap" (for Happy) and an 
aversion to tobacco (because some 
prankster gave him his first chew 
just before a relay race). He won 
his wings—and U..S. pilot license 
No. ^S—after two hours and 20 min- 
utes of flying at the Wright Broth- 
ers school in Dayton, Ohio. 


During the next few years avia- 


tion history and Hap Arnold were 
almost synonymous. He was the 
first flyer in the world to report 
and regulate artillery fire from the 
air; first air-mail pilot in the U. 
S.; first to fire a machine gun from 
the air. He would have been first 
to drop a bomb from a plane had it 
not been for the fact that his plane 
would not take off with both bomb 
and Arnold, and he had to surren- 
der his seat to a man 35 pounds 
lighter. 


If further proof were needed that 


the Army Air Force commander is 
no arm-chair general, it could be 
found in the feats for which— a 
quarter of a century apart—he won 
the Mackay Trophy.

The 
windows are filled with black-and- 
while transparencies of planes, old 
and n ew. On his desk—where Billy 
Mitchell once worked—are two mo- 
del bombers, and other models hov- 
er over the safe. Two clocks, one 
with Eastern War Time, the other 
Greenwich Civil Time, remind him 
that American planes are flying on 
many fronts. 


In peacetime Gen. Arnold spends 


from 200 lo 400 hours a year in 
the air. His plane is equipped as 
an office and a home. Bedding is 
always on board. And for a man 
who has spent a good part of his 
life in the air, Gen. Arnold is re- 
markably proficient in ground acti- 
vilies. He golfs in Ihe low eighlies, 
is a crack shot and fisherman. 


Two of the general's three sons 


are in the army, and his daughter 
is married to a naval aviator. But 


before the war there was nothing; 
ie liked better .than to spend hours 
in his wood-working shop making 
model planes with his children. 


Gen. Arnold discovered 
many 


other abilities when he started do- 
ing things for his chlidren. The fly- 
ing stories he started writing for his 
sons' amusement turned into the 
popular Bill Bruce "boys' books. 
And the animal cakes he made one; 
Christmas to decorate the tree have 
turned into an annual institution by 
popular demand. 


Today, of course, these 'hobbies 


are things of the. past and future. 
Even with his great baility for work 
(he wrote his last book by working 
from midnight to G a. m.) his full 
time now is too little to do every- 
thing, he'd like for-the 'Army ArQ 
Force. 


That's why, more than ever, "he 


wants everything done yesterday."

Magnesium is the basis of incen- 


diary bombs, to destroy Berlin or 
Tokyo, for 
example. 
Also, 180 


pounds of the metal will do the 
work in an airplane engine of 270 
pounds of aluminum. In a four- 
motored 
bomber 
this adds 360 


pounds — the weight of two stout 
men or one good-sized demolition 
bomb—to the plane's carrying ca- 
pacity. 


In 1940 we made 
300,000,000 


pounds of aluminum. We are ex- 
tracting that metal now at the rate 
of a billion pounds a year. By 
early 1943, plants now building will 
step the production up to 2,100,000,- 
000 pounds—seven times the 1940 
rate. 


Steel is a bottleneck. We need 


more steel for ships, tanks, guns 
and a hundred other war purposes. 
We need it so badly and so quickly 
that we can't spare steel to build 
the plant with which to produce 
the steel we need. 


It's tough about steel. But—in 


1940 and 1941 we added to our steel- 
producing plant 6,950,000 tons of 
capacity. And Japan, so far as we 
are able to ascertain, has a total 
capacity of only 7,100,000 tons—150 
tons a year more than the increase 
we don't consider worthy of men- 
tion. 


Ship Production 
Races U-Boats 
As a matter of fact, we alone 


have half again the steel capacity of 
Germany (including Poland and 
Czechoslovakia) plus Japan and 
Itajy, plus France and Belgium, 
plus the minor sources which Hitler 
controls by coercion or conquest. 
We don't get maximum use of our 
steel plant because we arc short of 
scrap. But there it is.

Nazi subs remains high, our ship- 
yards are racing them with des- 
perate speed.
